NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Charles 
Delos Waggoner, . Telluride, Coio.., 
bank president, was sentenced to 
15 years imprisonment today on 
his plea of guilty to mail fraud in 
connection with a scheme to obtain 


$500,000 from six New York banks 
by means of forged authorization 
papers. 

Witnesses had been assembled 
from as far away as the west coast 
for Waggoner’s trial. but when the 
case was called today defense 
counsel entered.a plea of guilty. 
United States Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle then moved for immediate 
imposition of sentence and the 
banker was sentenced to a 15-year 
term in Atlante penitentiary. 

Several of the many withesses as- 
sembled, including members of 
Waggoner’s family and some of }.is 
bank employes, who are now free 
to return heme, have been here 
since early last month, having been 
summoned ts appear before the 
grand jury which investigated Wag- 
goner’s mu. ipulations and returned 
the indictment against him.

The visit of the British 
Prime Minister to President 
Hoover which ts now termin- 
ated. has as its chief purpose 
the making of personai con- 
tacts which will be fruitful in 
promoting friendiy and frank 
relations bet ween the two coun- 
trices. Both the President and 
the Prime Minister are highly 
gratified by the keev interest 
which the people of both coun- 
tries have taken in the nieet- 
ing. and regard it as proof of 
the strong desire of Doth na- 
tions to come to closer under- 
standing. The British Prime 
| Minister has been particularly 
impressed and gratified by the 
warnith of his weicoine and 
the flood of expressions of 
good-will which have poured 
upon him. 

During the last few days we 
have had an opportunity. in the 
informal. talks in which we 
have engaged. not only to re- 
view the conversations of a 
naval agreement, which have 
been carried on during this 
summer between us, but also to 
discuss somre of the more im- 
portant means by which the 
moral force of our countries 
can be exerted for peace. 

We have been guided by the 
doubie bope of settling owur 
own differences on naval mat- 
ters and so establishing un- 
clouded good will. candor and 
confidence between us. and al- 
so of contributing something to 
the solution of the problem of 
peace in which ali other na- 
tions are interested and which 
calis for their co-operation 

Peace Pact an “Obdtication.” 

in signing the Paris Peace 
Pact 56 nations have deciared 
that war shall not be used as 
an instrument of national pol- 
icy. We have agreed that all 
disputes shal! be  sefttied by 
pacific means. Both our gov- 
ernments resolve to accept the 
peace pact not only as a dec- 
laration of good intentions but 
as a positive obligation. to di- 
rect national pol cy in aeccord- 
ance with its pledge. 

The part of each of our gov- 
ernments in the promotion of 
werld peace will be different. 
as one will never consent to 
become entangled in European 
diptomacy and the other is re- 
solved to pursue a policy of ac- 
tive co-operation with its Euro- 
pean neighbors: but each of 
our governments wilf direct -ite- 
thoughts and influence towards 
securing and maintaining the 
| peace & the world. .

‘mney or naval forces can- 
not take place, these probiems 
have changed their meaning 
and character. and their soiu- 
tion. in ways satisfactory to 
both counuries. has become por- 
sible. 

We have agreed that those 
questions should become the 
subject of active consideration 
between us. They involve im- 
portant technical matters re- 
quiring detailed study. One of 
the hopeful results of the visit 
which is now terminating offi- 
cially ‘has been that our two 
Governments will begin conver- 
sations upon them following the 
‘same method as that which has 
been pursued during the sum- 
mer in London. 

Former Obstacles Removed. 

The exchange of views on 
naval reduction has brought the 
two nations so close to agree- 
ment that the obstacies in pre- 
vious conferences arising out 
of Anglo American  disagree- 
ments seem now substantially 
removed. We have kept the 
nations which took part in the 
Washington naval conference of 
1922 informed of the progress 
of our corversations,. and we 
have now proposed to them that 
we should ali meet together 
and try to come to a common 
agreement which justify each in 
making substantial naval reduc- 
tions. 

An agreement on nava! arm- 
ainents cannot be com pleted 
without the co-operation of oth- 
er naval Powers. and both of us 
feel sure that. by the same 
free and cafidid discussion of 
needs which has characterized 
our coiversations. such mutual 
understandings will be reached 
as will make naval agreement 
next January possible. and thus 
remove this serious obstacle to 
the progress of world disarma- 
ment. 

Between now and the mect- 
ing of the proposed conference 
in January, our governments 
will continue conversations with 
the other Powers concerned. in 
order to remove as many diffi- 
culties as possible before the 
official and forma! negotiations 
open. 

Competitive Baiiding Ended. 

In. view of the security af- 
forded by the peace pact. we 
have been able to end, we trust 
forever. all competitive building 
between ourselves. with the risk 
of war and the waste of public 
money invoived, by agreeing to 
a parity of fleets. category by 
category. 

Success at the coming confer- 
ence will result in a targe de- 
crease in the naval equipment of 
the world and. what ts equally 
important. the reduction of pro- 
spective programs of construc- 


tion which would otherwise pro- - 


duce competitive tullding to an 
indefinite amount. 

We hope and believe that the 
steps we have taken will be 
warmiy weleomed by the people 
whom we represent as a sub- 
stantial contribution to the ef- 
forts universally made ty ali na- 
tions to gain security for . ace 
—not by mililary organization— 
but by peaceful meaner rooted in 
public opinion and enforced by 
a sense of justice in the civilized 
world,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—On 
the eve of Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald's departure from Washing- 
ton, he joined President Hoover 
in a public statement summing up 
the fruits of their fireside  di- 
plomacy..The message was one of 
unboundel faith and hope—faith 
that war between the two coun- 
tries has become impossibic. hun 
for the establishment of peace, bv 
peaceful means, throughout th: 
world. 

In the statement was candid ree- 
ognition of the different roles 
which the two nations have elect- 
ed to play—the one outside and 
the other inside the League of 
Nations—but the picdge is given 


tha: each “will direct its thoughi« 


and influence toward securing and 
maintaining the peace of the 
world.” 


War between the Engiish-spesk-__ 


ing peoples is declared “unthink- 
able,” and on that assumption the 
historical problems in Angio-Amer- 
ican relations “have changed their 
meaning and character.” and. their 
solution. in ways satisfactory to 
both countries. has become possi- 


ble.” 
Further Negotiations. 
The announcement is made that 


these probleme will be the subject 
| of conversations between the two 
governments. in the manner of the 


successful conversations which have 
taken place regarding the navai 
armament problem. This can oniy 


mean that the historic problem of 


the “freedom of the seas’ —the 
probiem most calculated to inter- 
fere with a lasting naval agreement 
-——will be attacked in direct sego- 
tiations between the British Gov- 
ernment and Ambassador Dawes at 
London. 

It is again stated that the two 
nations are now 30 close tegether 
on the question of navai armaments 
“that the obstacles in previous con- 
ferences arising ovt of Angio- 
American disagreeinents seem pow 
substantially removed.” 


Agree om Parity of Fiecta. 
The reference here is particular- 
ly to the Geneva three-power nava!

Abandonment of Tracks From 
Geyer Road to Osage Hills 
Urged by Company. 


A proposal has been made. by 
the Public Service Co. to abandon 
about two miles of the western 
end of the Manchester car line, be- 
tween Geyer road and Osage Hills 
in Kirkwood. Residents of the. 
district and members of the Osage 
Country Club are circulating rego- 
lutions of protest. 

The Kirkwood Board of Alder- 
men was informed of the proposa! 
several months ago by Stanley 
Clarke, president of the company. 
and Samuel W. Greenland, gen- 
eral manager, but no public an 
nouncement was made. The board 
appointed a special committee 
headed by Alderman Ben Smith 
of the affected ward to co-operate 
with the company in seeking 4 
mutually satisfactory arrangement 


The board will not determine until 


a final plan is presented whether 
to support or oppose it. Permis- 
sion to abandon the line has not 
been sought yet from the State 
Public Service Commission. 

Costly Improvement in Prospect. 

West of Geyer road the car line 
follows a private right-of-way and 
then Big Ben road, crossing. the 
latter three times The company 
has suggested it might give the 
city this right-of-way for a needed 
cutoff between. Woodbine avenue 
and Big Bend, but there is some 
question as to its legal right to 
do this. The company feels that 
to keep this part of the line safe 
it. would be necessary to spend 
about $100,000 on new tracks soon 
The county is about to pave Big 
Ben road, which might involve 
shifting ‘the tracks. The franchise 
on Big Bend road does not re- 
quire the company to pave between 
its rails. 

Both the Manchester and Kirk- 
wood-Ferguson car lines run four 
blocks in Woodbine avenue be- 
tween Clay avenue and Geyer road. 
the latter, line looping at Geyer. 
The company has talked of remov 
ing one of the tracks for this 
stretch, to reduce th> cost of pav- 
ing between fis rails there from 
$43,000 to $15,000. 

Loop Site Reported Bought. 

Kirkwood officials have _  in- 
formation that a cOmpany agent 
bought a lot at the southwest 
corner of Clay and Woodbine for 
$12,000, as the site of a new loop 
The neighborhood is zoned for 
nothing but one end two-family 
dwellings. Property owners in the 
vicinity” have deferré: organizing 
to seek an injunction against this 
plan as a nuisance upon assurance 
from Paul Y. Versen, city at- 
torney, that a tentative agreement 
with company officials, subject to 
approval by their directors, con- 
templates dropping the Clay amJ 
Woodbine loop plan. 

Clarke and Greenland are quoted 
as having told the Aldermen it 
was the loss of money on the line 
and not the prospective paving 
cost that caused the company to 
propose to abandon the western 
tracks. The company asserts the 
cost of Operating the line is three 
times the revenue, according to a 
Kirkwood official who quoted 
Greenland as having said the com- 
pany would like to abandon the 
whole line west of ‘Maplewood or 
Webster Groves. In response to 
an inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, Greenland said the 
company would not discuss the 
proposal publicly while the con- 
versations with the Aldermen were 
pending.

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AGA INST CLAM

The old question of the abuse 
of claiming races came Up in a 
very pertinent manner at Fair- 
mount yesterday when Stewards 
John T. Ireland and A, T. Spivey 
ruled that the claim of J. Goedecke 
for the racer Isoard in the last race 
Monday would be set aside. Con- 
vinced that Goedecke had entered 
his horse, Spring, for the express 
purpose of claiming another, Judge 
Ireland: made the following state- 
ment: 

“Spring’s running indicated that 


he was in no condition to provide 
contention: and it appeared to us 
that the purpose of the owner was 
merely to be able to qualify his 
claim for Isoard. We do not pro- 
pose to permit such practices and 
for this reason the claim was not 
allowed.” 

The original intention of selling 
and claiming races was to keep 
horses in their proper class. There 
has been constant criticism of the 
abuse of these races and the pres- 
ent rule governing claiming races 
has done a great to solve the en- 
tire question. Horses of coursé are 
entered in claiming races solely 
for the purpose of claiming an- 
other horse but when the horse so 
entered fails to show that it was 
an actual contender in the race the 
stewards have at different times 
ruled as did the Fairmount stew- 
ards yesterday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.— The 
Senate today rejected the Brous- 
gard amendment to the tariff bill 
which would have declared this 
country’s intention to Grant inde- 
pendence to the Philippines soon 
and called an international confer- 
ence to agree to respect that inde- 
pendence. 

The vote was 63 to 19. 

As on yesterday when the Sen- 
ate rejected the King amendment 
Ao grant -independence after the 
Islands had formulated a constitu- 
tion opponents today said the vote 
could not be interpreted as a test 
on the independence question. 
Some of them said that, while fa- 
voring independence, they voted 
against the amendment because 
they did not believe such an im- 
portant matter should become in- 
volved in consideration of the 
tariff. 

The Senate immediately after- 
ward rejected without a record 
vote the Broussard proposal to levy 
a tariff on Philippine imports. 

The amendment first voted upon, 
offered by Senator Broussard 
(Dem.), Louisiana. originaliy pro- 
vided only for an international! 
conference to agree to respect the 
freedom of the Pacific Islands. 
Senator Waish (Dem.). Massa- 
chusetts, suggested a “whereas” to 
the proposal ‘declaring the inten- 
tion of Congress to grant early in- 
dependence. 

Opposing the Walsh-Broussard 
amendment. Chairman Borah of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
said those favoring independence 
of whom he is one, would do well 
to defer the matter until the 
tariff was out of the way. He 
added that in his opinion tf the 
question were not acted upon soon 
the islands would never receive 
independence. With increasing

would be committing crimes, as well as discounting 
their own testimony for being that of law breakers. 

We cannot agree with Mr. Hay that the prohibition 
law is, moreover, directed against a public nuisance 
and not against personal liberty, which he says 
would be additionally imperiled by such an amend- 
ment. That is true in only a technical sense, since 
personal liberty was bound to get in the way of such 
a sumptuary law as prohibition is. The authors of 
the eighteenth amendment knew very well that it 
would. They knew that merely to prosecute sellers 
would come dangerously near to scrapping the whole 
Bill of Rights, and so it has proved. They foresaw 
clearly, as Mr. Hay does, that to prosecute buyers 
as. well would be to make the persona! liberty issue 
dangerously acute-and probably wreck the dry cause. 
So that what happened personal liberty was no sur- 
prise to them. They deliberately wrecked the Bill of 
Rights to gain their end, just as the Federalists did 
in 1798 and the slaveholders did in the 1850's. That 
wire-tapping to catch bootleggers has the impressive 
imprimatur of the United States Supreme Court, to 
say nothing of that great tribunal's astonishing as- 
sent to searching automobiles without warrant, are 
not merely corollaries to prohibition; they are part 
of the dry design. It is impossible to separate the 
two. Life is not so innocent. 

The late Wayne Wheeler knew all this, and he 
carefully excluded buyers from the law. There were 
plenty of people on hand who wanted to make the 
buyer equally guilty with the seller; but Wheeler 
knew better.

“The Gist of Case.” ; 

Judge. Davis, who has presided | 
at all three trials, has declared in 
his instructions to the juries that 
“the intent is the gist of the case.” 
His discussion of the question of 
intent, and of the responsibility of 
business executives for the carry- 
ing out of plans dévised by others 
higher up, may be summed up 
from the following paragraphs of 
his instructions in the latest trial: 

“The defendant is not on trial 
for mistakes or errors of judg- 
ment. He is on trial for a crim- 
inal offense, and an essential ele- 
ment of that offense is an evil or 
a criminal intent, and it is in- 
cumbent .pon the Government 
to establish that to your satisfac- 
tion and beyond a reasonable 
gout, * * * 

“The defendant could not be 
found guilty of setting up a 
scheme tv obtain money under 
false and fraudulent pretenses, 
in negotiating these loans, unless ; 
you find that it was his intent | & 
and purpose at the time to injure 
and defra d. You must find 
that there was present a purpose 
to defraud, and the term ‘de- 
fraud’ means a purpose to injure 
or damage or prejudice another 
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in a pecuniary way. 

“The mere fact that the in- 
vestment or the making of these 
loans may have proved unprofit- 
able to the parties making them 
is not of controlling importance. 
* * * ‘The question is not 
whether the banks lost money, | 
nor is it whether the defendant 
profited by the transactions, but 
the question is whether the de- 
fendant was exercising good 
faith, or was acttated by a 
wrongful purpose. * * *¢ 

“If Intentions Were Good.” 

“If his intentions were good, 
and he entertained no purpose to 
defraud, as that term has been 
defined to you, then he ig en- 
titled to go out of this court with 
a verdict of not guilty. * * ¢ 

“It is hardly necessary to say 
to you that you are not bound 
by what the defendant has said. 
Your practical experience and 
your daily observations of the 
acts and intentions of men will 
materially assist you in deter- 


explanation of it. 

“Intent is the quality of the 
mind with which an act is done: 
it is a mental process. The de- 
sign, the aim, the purpose or 
object of an act being mental] 
process, yOu are unable to pene- 
trate the mind of the defendant. 
You -have to determine it from a 
consideration of the evidence in 
the case. What he has done, 
what he has directed others to 
do, if anything, what he said at 
the time, and what he said on 
the witness stand, may be con- 
sidered, along with all the evi- 
dence in the case, and the jury 
must determine his intent at the 
time with which we are con- 
cerned, by a consideration of all 
the evidence in the case. 

“Even though you believe that
